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The Memorial. 



Erected at the intersection of Bazaar and Sussex 
Streets, and centred at the termination of the former 
thoroughfare, the Memorial stands out imposingly at the 
chief entrance to the picturesque Public Gardens, which 
make an ideal setting. The base of the Memorial com- 
prises a set of three circular steps, on which the monument 
is erected, the obelisk rising from this to a height of 26 feet. 
The obelisk is built entirely of rough-axed grey granite, 
with a rubble base, and buttresses at each angle, which are 
surmounted by figures representing the respective branches 
of the Service, viz., Soldier, Sailor, Airman, and Red 
Cross Nurse. All of these figures have been executed in 
Italian studios, and are of white Carrara Marble. From 
this height springs the shaft of the obelisk which is 
diminished gradually to the top, culminating with the 
symbol of sacrifice. The shaft is surmounted by a winged 
figure of Victory, also in white Carrara Marble, 
mounted on a sphere. The tablets on the Memorial 
are executed in Art Bronze, with the names of 
the fallen in raised lettering. On either side of the 
Memorial is a Laurel Wreath with dedication tablets 
bearing the following words : — 

Maryborough's Grateful Tribute 
to 

HER GALLANT SONS, 
Who fell in the Great War, 
1914-1918. 
Honoured in Life — Mourned in Death. 

The bravest thing God ever made, 
Our deathless dead not once dismayed. 

Theirs the greater love — 

Ours the debt unpaid. 

The shaft is finished in art bronze letters, "Lest we Forget" 
on the Bazaar Street facade, and also the Gardens side. A 
magnificent pair of Entrance Gates are erected at the rear 
of the obelisk. They are supported on massive Helidon 
Freestone Pillars, upon which the rising Sun is carved. 
The Gates are of wrought iron, and upon them are dis- 
played in gun-metal lettering the words, " Soldiers' 
Memorial, 1914-1918."
